An educational project of the

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-Who -IS xhe re^lctar^t reader? 

Gei^rally, he's tae student who has become 
insecure - and therefore scMsetiiEes hostile - about his 
ability to road. Because he canH read well, he insists 
that he "hates reading". He may also insist that books 
are " janrc'* - that ne really doesn't y&nt to know how to 
read or be able to read better. 

Frequently, his attitude is <tefensiw. He has 
lost interest becaasa of a poor teacher, a conflict 
with a teacher, poor material, or being prasoted into 
another class before he can read well enou^ to cope 
with more difficult natterial. 

If the latter happens {for instance, between the 
sixth and seventh 5?a(^a), there is often no \ay he can 
recover. He's given sore and sore textbooks and the 
subject matter becoc^s impossible because he can't read 
the books • This happens far too often. The so-called 
"social adjustment" of the student for one year (ajaking 
suie he is not in a class with students youngir or less 
mature) becoises more important than mking sure te'll 
be able to read well enough to function adequately for 
the rest of his life. 

As a result, \te find ourselves down the stream 
trying to pull out drowning students, ^en we should be 
up the streais isaking sure they dcm't fall in* 

Ideally,' of course, the solution is to mke sure 
that each student can read well in each ^de (or what- 
ever the leval is called) the mterial needed for that 
p^de. But, meanwhile, we are faced with all those 
youngsters whom soiaeone threw in......v^o, for s€m 

reason or other, have been turned off reading* 

Only way we cannot t\^n them back on is with first 
gi^de reading booics for sixth grade students, even 
though those sixth girders only read at first- ^de 
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Claude Lineberry, -^.^o once tau^t resistant 
readers at Waianae Intero^diate and now works for 
Harless Educational Technologies, Inc*, in Fall 3 Church, 
Virginia, put.it this way: 

"Bo big seventh grader \Aio canH read 
wants to be seen carrying around 'Six 
Ducks on a Pond' 

frost and Hawkes, writing in '*The Disadvantaged 

Qhild", quote teenagers thus: 

''Don't treat us like labies. We my not 
be s'ach not readers, but that doesn't 
rnean if you give us an easy book about 
ducks on a pond we'll chuckle over it 
gleefully, had that stuff in the 
third grade." 

Lineterrj found a solution when he ^s at Waiva^« 
He continued about his '*big, seventh graders" this v»y: 

"They are proud to be seen reading the 
newspaper." 

Over and over again in Hawaii, this ccsues throu|Ji# 
Give the resistant reader njaterial that interests him, 
isake him proud of it and of being able to read it, 
teach him without patronizing him this is the 
approach that wprks. 

A boy who says he can*t read may actuaUjr be able 
to read the sports pages weJLl enou^ to keep ^qp with 
his favorite baseball player. A girl yAio resists a 
hard-cover book on a library shelf may pour over the 
horoscope every day and understand it* 

Obviously, then (or maybe not so obviously), tte 
teacher will start where the student is - on the sports 
pages or with the horoscope Obviously, also, her aim 
wiH be to increase the scope of the youngster's 
interest so that he will read — will WANT to read — 
other things as well. 
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The newspaper not only provides the variety of 
material the teactier needs but the interesting, 
current, hcni-and-now material the student needs# 

There is another impox'tant value in using the 
newspaper as a reading text with resistant readers. 
The^ newspaper will Ix? the one constant piece of 
reading material in the lives of these students • They 
will be more likely to read a newspaper than anything 
else» It Tsakes sense, then, that we should help them 
. understand and interpret what they are reading if only 
so they will K^now how to place an ad for a Job or how 
to decide ,_which movie to attend. 

\ 

In the process of learning to read from this 
relevant mterial the newspaper the student will 
also learn how to function better in his consunity 
. because he will understand that coismunity better. 

i^ople learn when and what they want to learn. 
We know with all learning that it happens faster if 
the student enjoys what he does. This app*lies just as ^ 
much to reading as it does to riding a surfboard. 
Maybe nK>re so. The resistant reader who has been turned 
off scsnewiiere along the line "will only be turned on 
again if ne sees the need to read and if he enjoys^ 'the 
process of leaniing. 

.wiat' do we need to do to help him? 

Have interesting material preferably at his 
age level or above. A newspaper is ideal. 
It*s simply written and yet it deals with the 
everyday adult world. 

Have tea::hers who are not afraid to put aside 
the standard reading text in favor of something 
that is more difficult for therr. to use but 
infinitely more rewarding. 

Start where the student is. If he likes comics, 
start there. If he likes sports, start ther^. 
If she likes cooking, start with the recipes. 
If son^one known ^o the students has died, 
start with the obituaries. Because the material 
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in thG ru-»wsmpcr is limitleGS in its variety, 
there is no problem findinc p.oine thing tlmt 
each child in the classroom is interested in* 

Lineberry describes the resistant reader ds one 
}mvint^ one or more of these qualititjs: 

* He is deficient in readinc ckills. 

* "ge fears failure. 

* H£ is hostile in class or, at the very least, 
a -non-part i.: ipant . 

* He avoids the class or, in sonx^ instances, the 
school . 

* He is simply ''putting in time". 
He lists the possibte causes as: 

* A "culture ^p" between how the child lives 
at home and how he is s apposed to live in 
school. 

* A laci of initial roadim-'ss. 

> BYusttatipj^ lasting over a peri mI of years, 

* The fact that English is his secd/l language. 

Llneberry, having stated the description and the 
possible causes, goes on to list the criteria for the 
selection of reacUnc material. 

Tl^ese are that it should: 

* • pp adaptable to the individml student. 

* Hav*3 the proper level of c;i ff iculty* 

* i^c hitT^ly interest in^i* 

» Have inaturity in content and forrsat. 
O * Be both inexi)ensive and r-asily obtainable. 



Newspaper material meets all these criteria. 

The same young educator has also developed a 
diagram of newspaper content to show what he calls 
hi^ and low probability activities or, in other words, 
things that appeal to kids because they t:an have fun 
doing them. 

Interestingly enou^, one area labels as a 
hi^ probability activity (or an area of great 
interest to youn^ters) is the obituary column. This 
bears out what has been discovered in Hawaii — that 
youngsters, pai^icularly in the upper elenientary or 
lover secondary grades, find obituaries fascinating. 

The creative teacher will lose no time in aligning 
the writing of an obituary with the \nritlng of a bio- 
graphy or the learning of new words and new places* 

The following table of con+ents is taken from the 
Honolulu Star-Bulletin as an illustration of tte jaews- 
paper as a n^nu for reading. Hot all things will 
interest, or fail to interest, all children but ther^j 
is enough variety of content and foroat to enable the 
teacher to meet the criteria of individualization \rtiich 
we mentioned earlier..
